California Items. — 


Tire Seeramento Unien gives us the 
following budget of news from Talifur- 
bia: 

On the fet of Acgast fe Libers! Gen- 
eral, Martinez marched to attack Ures; 

which wae defended by Gen. Laubery. 
and Tanort, the Yaqot Indian. lue 
principal fight touk place ov the 4th inst. 
at Guadaloupe, & twall-town. some eight 
leagues frow Ure®. It wae very eevere- 
ly contested, but ended in tbe utter de- 
feat and runt of the Impe te. Lan- 
berg was killed, and Tarrori escaped to 
Gunymas, where he arrived on the J0th 
with half adozeninen. When the death 
of Lanberg was reported to Martinez be 
discredited it, whereupon @ Mexican 
rode up, dragging ‘he budy of the unfor- 
tunate General with bia riata. The body 
was afterward bung to a tree, and death 
threateved to any person who should cut 
it down. On the eame day Martinez 
wered on to Urea, which was garrison- 
ed by soute men, who, ignorant of 
the tight at Guadalupe, gave battle aud 
were utterly cut to pieccs. No quarter 
was given, aod the place was sacked by 
the soldiers. 

On the 11th instant notice was citee 
that Guaymas would be evacuated on the 
Ith. and that toose of the inhabitants 
would be taken who chose to gu. 
f-artul p crure waa drawn of the deatrue- 
tion of life and property that would ensue 
on the arrival of the Liberals. Many 
poor people fled the place, and all French 
merchants took reluce on board sbipa of 
war, On tae 13th tho transport Rhin 
and another ressel aniled, crowded with 
troops and passengers. Before leaving, 
the “rench filled severs] beats with arms 
and cramunition for the Yaqui Indians, 
telling them that after theic departure 
the city would be at their mercy, and 
there waa plenty of booty forthem. The 
utmost consternation prevailed when the 
dastardly act was known in the city.— 
The Americans placed themselves under 
the orler of Ceveul Connor, a home 
guard was organized, and every precao- 
tion taken to guard agsinst surprise. 
The houss ef the Consul was crowded 
with people seeking protection, nnd bis 
wareroows filled with merchandise and 
personal efects. On the evening of the 
14th the city was iiluiminated, and on the 
morning of the 15th nearly balf the hous- 
es were decorated with American flags. 
That day. at Va.m., General Martinez 
entered the city with a emall body of 
cavalry, the greater portion of his force 
having been sent to-clean out the Yaqui 
Indinne. Soon after his arrival he took 
formal possession of the place, and issued 
a proclamation guaranteeing protection 
in their parsons and property te all whe 
remained quietly at home, and denounc- 
ing in strong terma the misrepreaenta- 
tions made by tue French on their de- 
parture. An American wan-of-war wae 
in the harbor, the Saravec baving that 
morning arrived.
